HARTZ WINS SPRINTS: 
WITH 135 MILE PAGE 


Culver City, Cal. April 19.—Harry 
Hartz drove to victory In the Amert- 
can Automobile association sprint pro- 
gram here today, winning the final 
heat of fifty miles in 27 minutés 11 
seconds and thereby breaking the 
world’s record for the distance. His 
speed was 135.2 miles an hour. 

Peter De Paolo finished second, Fred 
Comer, third; Frank Elliot, fourth; 
Bennett Hill, fifth, and Robert McDon- 
ough, sixth. The‘other five who start- 
ed the final heat failed to finish. 

The fifty mile record smashed by 
Hartz in his ginning sprint was 
Tommy Milton’s Beverly Hills mark 
of 26:1.92, hung up Sept. 2, 1922. It 
was not the only record to fall. Leon 
Duray in the first. four qualifying 
twenty-five mile sprints, which pre 
ceded the fifty mile dash, broke Mil- 
ton’s 1922 Beverly Hills record of 
13:1.49 by winning in 11:10. He had 
scarcely hung up the new. mark, how- 
ever, when Peter De Paolo took first 
place in the twenty-five mile heat in 
the still better time of 11:6.60. The 
third and fourth heats developed no 
new records, though the slowest time 


was better than the 1922 mark. 

Milton, wifo had qualified in the: 
sprints to defend his 1922 title in the 
fifty mile dash, developed engine trou- 
ble in the early lapse of that heat and 
was forced to the pits. De Paolo was 
forcing the winner closely at the 
finish. 

Earl Cooper furnished the thrills for 
the 25,000 spectators in the fifty mile 
event when he was pressing Hartz 
closely for first place within two laps 
of the finish, went into a skid on the 
south turn, pivoted seven times and 
stopped alongside the fence. He was 
traveling 134 miles per hour when hjs 
mount became unmanageable.
